ON SEPTEMBER 26, the BSA and 
Community Design Resource Center 
of Boston (CDRC-Boston) kicked off 
the first of three planning charrettes 
for the city of Brockton, 

Once the men’s shoe capital of 
the world, Brockton employed about 
30,000 workers in the industry in 
the 1920s. The city since has been in 
economic decline. 

Current social and economic 
indicators belie Brockton’s extraordi- 
nary potential. The city is 25 minutes 
from South Station by commuter rail 
and 10 minutes to 1-495, and it has 
outstanding vacant factory buildings 
and good-quality housing stock dat- 
ing from the early 20th century. Its 
crowning glory is City Hall, a grand 
neo-Romanesque edifice designed by 
Wesley Lyng Minor and opened in 
1894. 

The mayor and the Office of the 
City Planner are embarking on a new 
plan for Brockton. BSA President

MASSACHUSETTS RECENTLY EXTENDED ITS BROWN- 
FIELDS TAX CREDIT to encourage rehabilitation of con- 
taminated properties statewide. 

Massachusetts taxpayers are allowed a credit against 
their tax liability for the costs incurred to rehabilitate 
contaminated property used for business purposes and 
located within an economically distressed area. In 2006, 
the deadline for eligible clean-up costs was extended to 
January 1, 2012. In addition, the tax credit may now be 
transferred, sold, or assigned to another eligible person or 
to a nonprofit organization. 

A brownfields tax incentive fact sheet, guidelines for 
using tax incentives, and answers to frequently asked 
questions, along with case histories and information 
about other resources, is now available at the Institute of 
Brownfield Professionals website, brownfieldpros.org.

BAC welcomes two new leaders 


THE BOSTON ARCHITECTURAL 
COLLEGE (BAC) recently elected Lisa 
Bonneville FASID its board chair 
and named Jeff Stein AIA head of the 
School of Architecture and dean. 

An interior designer and principal 
of Bonneville Design in Manchester- 
by-the-Sea, Bonneville is the first 
woman and first interior designer to 
serve as BAC board chair. She began 
her tenure on the BAC board in 2003, 
serving ex-officio as interior design 
representative on the board before 
she was elected as a director for 
2005-2007. In 2006, Bonneville was 
elected vice-chair of the board. 


“Lisa brings fresh perspectives to 


the BAC, stressing collaborative prac- 


tices and a strong emphasis on in- 
creasing our development activities,” 
says BAC President Ted Landsmark 
Assoc. AIA. “Her quarter-century as 
an independent interior designer has 
put her in direct contact with clients 
looking for designers who listen 
closely and provide both traditional 
and innovative solutions.” 

Stein is the second person to hold 
the title of dean at the BAC in the 
college’s 118-year history; the previ- 
ous dean, Arcangelo Cascieri FAIA, 


retired in 1990 after a 60-year tenure. 


Stein previously served as a member 
of the BAC’s board of directors and 
board of overseers and has been a 
member of the college’s faculty. He 
writes about architecture and urban 
design for ArchitectureBoston and 
Banker & Tradesman. 

“Deans are the voice, the public 
face, and the academic strength of 
higher education. The BAC is very 
fortunate to have an alumnus with 
the professional breadth and intel- 
lectual depth that Jeff Stein brings 
to this position,” said Landsmark in 
announcing Stein’s new title. 


Menino picks Palmieri 
to lead BRA 


MAYOR THOMAS MENINO has tapped John Palmieri, 
the economic-development services director in Hartford, 
Connecticut, to head the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority. 

Palmieri succeeds Mark Maloney, who resigned earlier 
this year, as the director of Boston’s planning and eco- 
nomic-development agency.

Help your intern-architects 
navigate the IDP

ALL INTERN-ARCHITECTS must complete the Intern 
Development Program (IDP) prior to licensure. However, 
if an intern-architect or prospective employee asks an 
IDP-related question, where do you turn for the answer? 

With an in-house firm coordinator—called an “auxil- 
iary IDP coordinator” by the AIA—your firm can tap into 
IDP-related resources directly. As state coordinator for 
the IDP program, I urge all firms to designate one such 
in-house contact. 

The in-house IDP coordinator does not have to be an 
AIA member; he or she can be an architect, an intern- 
architect, or a human-resources professional. The auxil- 
iary IDP coordinator receives IDP news directly from me 
and also will have access to the AlAs online SharePoint 
service, which gives users access to a useful bulletin board 
and easily shared PowerPoint presentations and other 
files. 

To become an auxiliary coordinator (or designate one 
for your firm), email your name, firm, address, phone 
number, and email address, with “auxiliary IDP coordi- 
nator” in the subject line, to idp@aia.org.

REGISTRATION IS NOW OPEN 

for the BSA’s Young Designers 
Professional Development Institute 
(YDPDI), a program developed to 
provide younger professionals with 
the insights, strategies, and skills 
needed to build a successful and 
satisfying career. 

YDPDI begins in March and con- 
sists of monthly half-day seminars, 
each focusing on an essential practice 
strategy or skill. Over the course 
of the year, participants sharpen 
their writing, project-management, 
presentation, financial-management, 
and other professional skills. 

Current YDPDI enrollee Jason 
Costello AIA, of TRO Jung|Brannen, 
says the program provides a safe en- 
vironment to ask about career issues, 
such as salary-negotiation strategies 
and understanding project financial 
information, that young professionals 
might feel uncomfortable discussing 
at their own firms. 

Michael Karr, a designer at Payette 
and current YDPDI enrollee, says he 
appreciates the way in which the pro- 
gram incorporates both big-picture 
thinking and skill-building exercises. 

“At one session, we took the 
Myers-Briggs test to determine our 
own personality type and used that 


to talk about how we can better 
partner and build consensus with our 
clients, other members of our firm, 
and contractors,” says Karr. “In an- 
other session, we took a very detailed 
look at how we write emails.” 

Workshops are held from 2:00 
to 6:00 pm at various firms in the 
metropolitan Boston area, and each 
visit includes a guided tour of the 
host office. Karr says this lets “you 
take the best of what’s working in 
other firms—say an interesting pin- 
up board—and bring it back to your 
own office.” 

Diana Lauring Ostberg Assoc. 
AIA, an alumna of the 2006-2007 
program, praises YDPDI for offer- 
ing the opportunity to network with 
other young designers, as well as the 
“wonderful guest instructors who re- 
ally were experts on each subject.” 

But Ostberg, who works at Burt 
Hill, says the best part of YDPDI was 
“coming back to your firm after every 
month’s session a little more confi- 
dent that you know the right ques- 
tions to ask and what you need to do 
to get where you want to go.” 

YDPDI classes are limited to 20 
students.

BSA leaders look to the future 


lhe future of our industry, our profession, and the 
BSA were the key themes in conversations among 
the 70-plus BSA leaders and allies at the annual 
BSA planning retreat in September. 

Hosted by Janet and Mark Kalin FATA at their gra- 
cious home in Natick, the group included past BSA 
presidents, current board members, deans and students of 
local design schools, leaders of building industry associa- 
tions, individuals nominated for BSA board positions, the 
chairs of BSA committees, task forces and networks, and 
BSA staff. 


We began the day by shaking up the status quo, by 
getting away from flipcharts. Instead we heard from 
two speakers charged with shedding light on how our 
practices are being compelled to evolve in light of realities 
such as integrated practice and changes in real-estate 
development and social demographics. 

First up was Pam McKinney, of Byrn McKinney Real 
Estate Consultants, who put the retreat’s agenda within 
the larger context of the outlook for Massachusetts 
construction market. McKinney said that the commercial 
and hospitality markets are strong, while the industrial 
sector continues to decline. She also noted the strong 
demand for retail design that delivers “an experience,” 
but that it remained to be seen whether the model will 
remain economically viable. McKinney noted that the 
baby boomers—an “all about us” generation—will change 
the housing market and design of homes in still- 
unpredictable ways. She said that Gen X and Y buyers 
value context as much as the product itself, looking for 
access to transportation, shopping, dining, and services. 

Phil Bernstein FAIA of Autodesk then addressed the 
transformation of the design and construction indus- 
try through the use of visualization technologies. He 
discussed the impacts we are seeing in light of these in- 
novations in cost control, risk management, professional 
practice, the work site, and project alliances. Bernstein 
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explained that design and construction must become 
integrated if architects are to eliminate the estimated 30 
percent inefficiencies of a project. He said that increased 
speed of delivery, better coordination, and decreased 
costs are being demanded by clients and that the profes- 
sion should value this transformation as a source of new 
revenue and business opportunities, lest other industry 
sectors capture the lead. 

The group then divided into breakout sessions to 
brainstorm about what influences are shaping contem- 
porary practice, how firms can manage those influences, 
and how the BSA can help. 

A number of viewpoints and 
ideas emerged. 

Many said they want to see 
architects play a central role in 
projects, though others said the 
project should be put firmly in 
the center. All agreed that greater 
collaboration with others in the 
building industry is needed. 

They recommended that the BSA 
become more proactive around 
integrated design: investigating 
and reporting on various practice 
models and delivery systems, help- 
ing re-conceptualize models, and offering an integrated 
design committee. 

Several groups voiced the desire for architects to stay 
at the leading edge of green design. It was suggested that 
the BSA promote the incorporation of sustainable-design 
education into the architect registration process, as well 
as legislation and codes that encourage ecologically sound 
design. It was also suggested that the BSA could help 
architects communicate the cost benefits of sustainable 
design to clients. 

Heavy on everyone's minds were generational differ- 
ences and the diminishing number of individuals choos- 
ing to become registered architects. It was agreed that the 
BSA could help young architects balance their personal 
and professional lives.
